NLY once or twice perhaps in the history of the 

Holstein breed has the acme of achievement, both 

in breeding and records of his offspring, been com- 
bined in the same bull. There have been bulls in the past 
whose daughters excelled all others for a time, as for in- 
stance, Hengerveld De Kol, who for many years stood 
recognized as the world’s premier sire, having more 20-Ib., 
25-Ilb. and 30-lb. daughters than any other sire and yet his 
breeding was somewhat weak, as his dam had but a 15-Ib 
record. 

Pontiac Korndyke at one time stood in a class by him- 
self as a sire of great producers, the three highest record 
cows of the breed being his daughters, while his 30-lb. list 
exceeded that of any 
other sire. His breed- 
ing, however, was very 
weak on his sire’s side, 
the best daughter of his 
sire only making 20.90 
lbs. of butter. Thus 
while it has been the 
aim of all breeders to 
combine breeding and 
prepotency as far as 
possible in the same 
bull, yet it has been 
comparatively rare 
where a bull’s daugh- 
ters have made very 
great records where the 
sire himself comes of 
the greatest record an- 
cestry on both sides. 
There is, perhaps, one 
or two notable excep- 
tions to this rule, how- 
ever, the most promi- § 
nent of which is King { 
Korndyke Sadie Vale, 
whose daughters have 
been making the most 
sensational records ever 
recorded by the first 
daughters of any bull. 
He was practically un- 
known eighteen months 
ago, but the wonderful records made by his sisters, daugh- 
ters and his dam have served to establish him as one of the 
most popular bulls of the breed, if not the most popular. 
He was bred by Quentin McAdam, Utica, N. Y., and was 
born January 29th, 1911, thus being a little over five years 
old at the present time. A half interest in this bull was 
sold to W. D. Robens, Poland, N. Y., for $2500, which 
was after his dam had made her 30-lb. three-year-old rec- 
ord. This price is hardly any indication of the value of the 
bull to-day, as Mr. Robens stated that he would not part 
with this interest now for $50,000, and judging by the 
demand for his offspring, he would seem a cheap bull 
even at that price. His daughters began to freshen last

winter and all previous marks for the daughters of any 
bull were soon shattered. K. K. S. V. Cora, at two years 
and two months, made 26.62 lbs. butter in seven days, 
gaining second place in the junior two-year-old division 
and winning first prize in her class for 1914-15 from the 
Association. K. K. S. V. Kate Pontiac, freshening at 
the age of two years five months, made 26.15 Ibs. butter in 
seven days, making fourth place in the junior two-year- 
old division, and bcing tested in July under extremely hot 
weather. This gave King Korndyke Sadie Vale the dis- 
tinction of being the only bull in the world to have twe 
26-lb. junior two-year-old daughters and this with only 
four daughters tested. 

In the latter part of 1915, three more daughters fresh- 
ened, one of them, K. 
K. S. V. Edith Veeman, 
making 26.29 lbs. at two 
years seven months, 
giving him three 26-lb. 
two-year-old daughters 
at an average age of 
less than two and a half 
years, which record had 
never been equaled by 
the daughters of any 
other sire. The rec- 
ords of his first seven 
daughters are as fol- 
lows:

The average for the first seven daughters is 24.Us tws. 
of butter for seven days, which is three pounds of butter 
higher than the first seven two-year-old daughters of any 
other bull. The fact that even the lowest of his daughters 
made 21.55 lbs. of butter, shows a most remarkable uni- 
form production for his entire list, and it sets a record 
that probably never will be equalled by any other sire. 

It is doubtful, however, whether the high average of 
over 24 lbs. of butter can be kept up, when he, King Korn- 
dyke Sadie Vale, has a great many daughters to freshen 
in different hands, as six of his first seven daughters made 
their records under comparatively favorable conditions in 
the herd of W. D. Robens. There is no sire with fifty or

more A. R. O. daughters, whose average of his entire list, 
is within even a pound and a quarter of butter of the aver- 
age of the daughters of King Korndyke Sadie Vale, even 
at a much greater age, and-only three sires, Sir Veeman 
Hengerveld, King Segis, and Hengerveld De Kol, can 
come within even two pounds of butter of his average. 

It will be interesting to see if the daughters of King 
Korndyke Sadie Vale will do relatively as well as mature 
cows as they have done as two-year-olds, for it seems al- 
most impossible to keep up their average. 

While his daughters have thus exceeded those of any 
other sire at the same age, yet the breeding of King Korn- 
dyke Sadie Vale is even perhaps of greater interest. There 
is no bull of the breed who is so strong in every point in 
the’ first two generations of his pedigree. His dam is 
Sadie Vale Concordia 4th, who holds fifth place for but- 
ter for both seven and thirty days. She commenced her 
great career as a senior two-year-old when she made 25.01 
lbs. butter from 411.5 lbs. milk in seven days and 91.73 
lbs. butter from 2031.2 lbs. milk in thirty days at the age 
of two years, nine months, twelve days, averaging 67.37 
lbs. milk per day for the entire month. This was the 
world’s record for butter when made, for any two-year- 
old heifer freshening with the first calf, and although it 
was made practically six years ago, it still stands as one 
of the largest ever made in her class. 

The next year she freshened as a senior three-year-old 
and made 30.55 lbs. butter from 611.1 lbs. milk in seven 
days, and 111.96 lbs. butter from 2744 lbs. milk in thirty 
days, making over 100 lbs. milk in a day, being the first 
heifer of her age to ever produce that much milk in twen- 
ty-four hours. She also became the first 30-lb. three-year- 
old of the breed to also have a 30-lb. dam. From these 
records it was expected that she would become the first 
40-lb. cow of the breed, and she would have probably 
achieved that distinction, but for a singular misfortune 
that came near costing her life. When attempting to dry 
her up in preparation for her next record, the calf was 
killed inside of her and had to be taken away in pieces. 
It was doubtful for awhile whether or not she would live, 
but her immense vitality enabled her to pull through, al- 
though it seemed for a time that her organs were so in- 
jured that she would never have another calf. 


However, after several visits of different veterinarians, 
she was finally gotten in calf by King Segis De Kol Korn- 
dyke and with the interval of four years after she had 
made her three-year-old record, she calved in the pink of 
condition, weighing almost 2100 lbs. When she came in, 
however, she was taken down with an attack of milk 
fever, from which she slowly recovered and it appeared 
that her chances for a good record were spoiled. When 
her milk was tested, however, it was found to be of almost 
incredible richness, testing around 7% of fat, so on Feb- 
ruary 24th, 1915, she was put on test. On the first milk- 
ing she gave 13.3 lbs. milk, testing 6.6%, making .878 Ibs. 
fat or starting off at about a 30-lb. rate. The next day 
she gave 56.8 lbs. milk and 3.708 lbs. fat, and the third 
day she made 57.2 lbs. milk and 4.060 lbs. fat, thus coming 
up to a 35-lb. gait. The fourth day she made 61.4 lbs. 
milk and 4.214 lbs. fat, and the fifth day 71.2 lbs. milk and 
4.727 lbs. fat, thus increasing her production to a 41.36- 
Ib. gait. The next few days her record showed 70.1 Ibs. 
milk and 4.726 lbs. fat, 70.0 Ibs. milk and 4.825 Ibs. fat, 72.9

Her slump, however was 
only temporary, for in about another week she began :

Two days after she made her best seven-day record 
she was discontinued on test. Her total production was 
41.06 lbs. butter from 691.4 Ibs. milk in seven days, test- 
ing 4.75% or lower in percentage of fat than that of anv 
of the other 40-lb. cows tested for seven days. The last 
day in test she gave 104.2 lbs. milk and 4.013 Ibs. butter 
fat, making more milk that she did in any other day. At 
the wonderful rate she was going, it seems too bad that 
she was not continued on test for 60 or 100 days, as there 
appears to be little doubt but what she would have broken 
the World’s Record of K. P. Pontiac Lass for both per- 
iods. In her best seven days for milk, which was the last 
seven days of her test, Sadie Vale Concordia 4th made 
702.7 lbs. milk and 40.37 lbs. butter and she made better. 
than 100 lbs. per day for the last five days, and was stead- 
ily increasing in her production of milk. She is one 40- 
lb. cow that is at least better than her record indicates. 
for had she been continued on test for a few days longer, 
she would have perhaps increased her 30-day butter rec- 
ord and would have probably made over 3000 lbs. milk 
also for the month. Her record for 30 days was 163.11 
Ibs. butter and 2589.5 Ibs. milk being a very uniform run. 


A very interesting feature about her test, as well as 
that of her daughter, Sadie Vale Concordia 4th Pietje, will 
be noticed in the instance that her test for thirty days 
was 5.04%, being 29/100 of 1% higher than it was for 
seven days. This is an exceptional case among Holstein 
records, as there is invariably in the instance of large but- 
ter records, a decline in the percentage of fat from seven 
days to thirty days. In the instance of these two records, 
the rise in the quality of milk more than offset the drop 
in percentage of fat, so when Sadie Vale Concordia 4th 
made her best seven-day record, she was producing around 
100 Ibs. milk per day, and it was made in the last week of 
her thirty-day record. Her best thirty days was begun 
fourteen days from calving, when she started out with an 
average of 73 lbs. milk per day and testing over 6.2%. 

Her daughter, Sadie Vale Concordia 4th Pietje, ex- 
ceeded her production for milk, making 729.5 lbs. milk in 
seven days and 38.44 lbs. butter. This is the largest 
amount of milk that any 38-lb. cow of the breed has ever 
produced in seven days. Her record for thirty days was 
152.25 lbs. butter and 2692.9 lbs. milk, the average of her 
and her dam being 39.75 lbs. butter for seven days and 
157.67 lbs. for thirty days, which is the world’s record for 
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iods for mother and daughter. The former world’s 
in hon held by K. P. Pontiac Lass and her dam 
Tweede De Kol Lass, of 39.28 Ibs. butter for seven days 
and 155.24 lbs. for thirty days, by the narrow margin of 
47 lbs. for seven days and 2.43 lbs. for a month. Sadie 
Vale Concordia 4th and her daughter held first and sec- 
ond places respectively in the full age division for both 
seven and thirty days in the fiscal year of 1914-15, which 
is an unparalleled record, the total amount of prize money 
by the two being $157.50. The best seven days of Sadie 
Vale Concordia 4th Pietje are as follows:

The best day’s milk was 112 lbs. and her best day for 
butter was 4.628 lbs. fat, or better than a 40-lb. rate for 
that day. Her average percentage of fat for seven days 
was 4.21% and 4.52% for thirty days, thus showing a very 
normal test for both periods. In the last volume of the 
Blue Book, there was only one cow out of the twenty-five 
leaders in the full age class whose test was as low for 
seven days, Belle Mercedes Lady, who gave 721.6 Ibs. 
milk testing 4.15%. There is no cow also in the twenty- 
five leaders for butter, who gave as much milk for seven 
days as did Sadie Vale Concordia 4th Pietje, while any 
butter record of over 30 lbs. is to be highly esteemed, no 
matter what the percentage of fat may be, yet it becomes 
twice as valuable if it is accompanied by a large flow of 
milk, showing that the record was made under a normal 
test. In this respect the 41 and 38-lb butter records of 
Sadie Vale Concordia 4th and her daughter, stand very 
much higher relatively than the records of some cows 
that made even more butter, but whose percentage of fat 
was abnormal. 

The sire of Sadie Vale Concordia 4th and the grand- 
sire of King Korndyke Sadie Vale on the dam’s side, is 
Duchess Ormsby Piebe Burke, who is one of the three 
sires in the world to have produced three daughters with 
records of over 30 lbs. of butter in seven days; to have 
one daughter to make 40 lbs. the other two sires sharing 
this distinction being King Segis De Kol Korndyke and 
King of the Pontiacs. He has 29 A. R. O. daughters, 
among whom are the following:

He is a son of Piebe De Kol Burke, who has 28 A. R. 
O. daughters, amongst whom are Maud Burke, 32.03 Ibs., 
Wild Rose Jones 2d’s Piebe, 30.18 Ibs., and six others over 
20 Ibs. butter, having more high record daughters than 
any other son of De Kol Burke. 

The dam of Sadie Vale Concordia 4th is the great old 
foundation cow of her family, Sadie Vale Concordia. She 
made 30.64 lbs. butter from 694.3 lbs. milk in seven days, 
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123.67 lbs. butter from 2752.6 lbs. milk in thirty days and 
220.53 Ibs. butter from 5093.6 lbs. milk in sixty days, all 


of which were world’s butter records when made. ‘This 
record was made over thirteen years ago, in February, 
1903, being the first record of the breed over 30 lbs. She 


is one of the most noted cows of the breed yet at the 
present time, many of the greatest record cows of to-day 
tracing their ancestry back to Sadie Vale Concordia. 

The sire of King Korndyke Sadie Vale is King Segis 
De Kol Korndyke, who is one of the most popular sires 
of the breed. He was the senior herd sire in the McAdams 
herd for several years, until recently sold to McAlister 
& Sons, of Chino, Calif. His daughters have made a 
notable list of records in the past year, the greatest of 
which is that of Mabel Segis Korndyke, who was the 
first 40-lb. cow of the breed under full age. She produced 
at the age of four years 2 months fourteen days, 40.32 Ibs. 
butter from 610.20 lbs. milk in seven days and 165.22 Ibs. 
butter from 2695.8 Ibs. milk in thirty days. She exceeded 
the best junior four-year-old record in her class for seven 
days of 35.61 lbs. butter, held by Fairmont Zerma Pietje, 
by 4.71 Ibs. butter, and the best thirty-day record of 
142.16 Ibs. butter held by Jessie Fobes Bessie Homestead, 
by 23.06 Ibs. butter. Her thirty-day record surpassed that 
of the first 40-lb. cow, Valdessa Scott 2d, of 164.29 Ibs. 
butter, by .93 lbs. and came within only 8.28 lbs. butter 
of breaking the world’s record for thirty days of 171.50 
Ibs. held by K. P. Pontiac Lass. One would judge that 
by such an enormous production for a heifer under full 
age, that her records would be almost impossible even 
to equal, yet so high has the standard of Holstein cows. 
been raised in the last few months, that no one can set 
the limit of a Holstein cow’s production. In the senior 
three-year-old division, Lady Pontiac Johanna has set the 
new mark of 41.81 lbs. butter in seven days, exceeding 
Mabel Segis Korndyke’s record by 1.49 lbs. of butter for 
a week. The wonderful persistency of the latter cow, 
however, still enables her to hold the world’s record for 
any cow 4% years or younger, for thirty days, by 14.89 
Ibs., her nearest rival being Finderne Holingen Fayne, 
who made 150.33 lbs. of butter as a junior three-year-old. 

The record of Mabel Segis Korndyke was very uni- 
form throughout the whole test, averaging 5.78 lbs. but- 
ter every day during her seven-day record, and 5.51 Ibs. 
for every day for thirty days, her test being seldom 
equalled for persistency. When a re-test was ordered and 
she was kept under constant supervision night and day, 
she produced 6.25 lbs. butter in exactly twenty-four hours, 
going at the rate of 43.75 lbs. butter for seven days, her 
one day record being the fourth largest of the breed. 

One of the most notable circumstances about the rec- 
ords made by Holstein cows in the last year is that of the 
last four 40-Ib. records; three have been made by heifers 
under full age, and of the six highest seven-day records 
of the breed at the present time, the greatest is held by 
a senior four-year-old, Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie, the 
third highest is held by a senior three-year-old, Lady 
Pontiac Johanna and the sixth largest is held by the junior 
four-year-old, Mabel Segis Korndyke. For thirty days 
the first and third highest are held by the two great four- 
year-olds, Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie and Mabel Segis 
Korndyke. Such relatively great production in the divi- 
sions under full age, has never been witnessed before in 
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the annals of the Advanced Registry and it seems to in- 
dicate that the Holstein cow has been so highly devel- 
oped, that their greatest production instead of being 
reached at maturity, has been advanced gradually for- 
ward until their greatest records to-day are being made 
in the immature classes. 


Early maturity has been one of the strongest points 
advanced in favor of the Channel Island breeds by their 
adherents, but it appears that the Holstein breed has now 
far excelled their rivals even in their own strongholds. 


The seven-day record of Mabel Segis Korndyke was 
begun sixteen days after calving while her thirty-day 
test was begun ten days after freshening, her test being 
5.29% and 4.90% for the two periods, respectively. She 
was bred by E. S. Hatch, Danbury, Conn., and was devel- 
oped in the herd of E. C. Brill of Stuntsville, N. J. Her 
dam is Cassie Koningen Pietertje, who has a record of 
16 Ibs. of butter in seven days. She is a daughter of Lord 
Netherland De Kol, who has 122 A. R. O. daughters, 
which is the largest number of any sire of the breed until 
it was exceeded by King of the Pontiacs. He has 113 
daughters that are producing dams, which is more than 
is possessed by any other sire. Mabel Segis Korndyke is 
the dam of two sons by King Segis Champion, the senior 
herd sire in the herd of E. C. Brill, the oldest being owned 
by Reed & Knowles, Michigan, and the younger being 
retained at the Brill farm. King Segis Champion is a 
son of King Segis De Kol Korndyke and out of the 36-Ib. 
cow, Aaggie Pauline Sarcas- 
tic. 

The first five daughters 
of King Segis Champion to 
come into milk have made 
very creditable records, two 
of them being over 20 Ibs. 
as two-year-olds. Another 
son of King Segis De Kol 
Korndyke, King Pontiac 
Segis Korndyke, is the sen- 
ior herd sire at the Finderne 
Farm in New Jersey. He 
has been bred to many of 
the highest record cows of 
the breed, including Val- 
dess Scott 2d, the first 40-

Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d’s sons are ied 
haps to-day the most famous of any cow of the breed 
she being the only 37-lb. cow in the world to have a son. 
King Segis De Kol Korndyke, to have two or more daugh- 
ters to make over 30 Ibs. of butter. In regard to breeding 
therefore, King Korndyke Segis Vale has no superior to- 
day perhaps in the world. His three nearest dams have 
records of 41.08 Ibs., 38.21 lbs. and 30.64 Ibs., the three 
averaging 36.30 Ibs., which is the highest average in the 
world for any bull having a 
40-Ib. dam. He is the only 
bull whose three nearest 
sires have fifteen 30-Ib. 
daughters, including two 
over 40 lbs. 

The individuality of King 
Korndyke Sadie Vale and 
his family is almost as won- 
derful as his breeding. He 
himself would be consid- 
ered a show bull and one 
that would go into the 
hardest competiton and 
come out with honors. He 
is nice and straight on the 
back: with good hind-quar- 
ters and is very deep

world’s record cow for a . 
year, Finderne Holingen Fayne, the world’s champion jun- 
ior three-year-old, and Finderne Mutual Fayne, the world’s 
champion junior two-year-old. His first three daughters 
to come into milk have averaged over 21 lbs. butter for 
seven days, one making almost 23 lbs. of butter with first 
calf, while the other-two made 21 lbs. and 19 Ibs., respec- 
tively. The sons of King Segis De Kol Korndyke have 
uniformly made good wherever their daughters have had 
an opportunity, and several of them stand at the head of 
some of the best herds in the United States. 

The daughters of King Segis De Kol Korndyke were 
somewhat of a slow maturing type, none of them making 
any phenomenal records as two-year-olds. The few that 
have freshened, however, with the second and third calf, 
have all made very large records, one holding the world’s 
junior four-year-old record for seven and thirty days, an- 
other making over 33 lbs. butter with second calf, and a 
third producing over 30 lbs. Two of his four-year-old 
daughters average 36.34 Ibs. butter for seven days, which 
is the highest average of two four-year-old daughters of 
any other sire of the breed. During his early life in the 
herd of E. S. Hatch of Connecticut, he was bred only to 
a very ordinary bunch of cows, yet out of this herd in 
his first bunch of calves came three of his daughters to 
make over 30 lbs. of butter for seven days, the highest 
record of any of the dams being only 16 lbs. butter. No 
other sire has ever been able to exceed this record for 
increasing the records of his daughters over that of their 
dams, which is perhaps the best judge of a sire’s propo- 
tency. King Segis De Kol Korndyke’s breeding is also 
very remarkable, being a son of King Segis, who has nine 
30-Ib. daughters and twenty 30-lb. granddaughters, which 
is a most wonderful record, considering the fact that he 
died as only a six-year-old, while his nearest rivals have 
lived to be nearly twice that age. 

His list of 30-lb. daughters is the fourth highest in the 
world, and the number also ranks fourth. He has now at 
the present time over 1000 A. R. O. granddaughters, or 
more than any other sire of the breed. The dam of King 
Segis De Kol Korndyke is Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d, 
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with a great barrel. He is 
one of the most vigorous bulls, I believe, that has ever 
lived, being served to almost two cows every day for a 
large part of the past year and still remaining as keen and 
as sure apparently as ever. He is a most active bull in 
service, being quick and light in action and taking as little 
time as would seem possible, serving three cows in a very 
short intervals the first day we saw him. He is not such an 
extraordinary large bull, although above the average in 
size, but his daughters seem to acquire a very remarkable 
growth. His offspring were without exception splendid 
individuals, showing great constitution and all being 
individuals, showing great constitution and all being 
straight on the rump. The wonderful individuality of his 
daughters is also characteristic of the ancestry of King 
Korndyke Sadie Vale. His sisters all showed nice milky 
dairy type and carried large square udders with teats set 
on each corner. 

His dam, Sadie Vale Concordia 4th, is one of the 
noblest looking cows of the breed. There have been 40- 
lb. cows where their individuality did not approach their 
records, but one could not but feel when looking at 
“Sadie 4th” that she was a 40-lb. cow if there ever was 
one. She is a very large cow, weighing in good condition, 
close to a ton, but she was in no way coarse or rough. For 
a large dairy cow, she approached very closely to the 
ideal dairy type, with a depth and length of body that 
denoted great capacity. She carried a very large udder 
and it was well placed behind and ran well up in front 
with teats far apart and evenly placed. Her daughter, 
Sadie Vale Concordia 4th Pietje, resembled her mother to 
a very extraordinary extent, even having approximately 
the same color markings. She possessed perhaps an even 
larger udder than her dam, measuring over six and a half 
feet around when she comes fresh. It was an udder, how- 
ever, that would milk out’ remarkably clean and was not 
“beefy” in the least'extent. Her mammary system, how- 
ever, was her most wonderful feature, excelling that of 
any other cow I have ever seen, with the exception of the 
world’s champion milk cow for seven and thirty days, 
Riverside Sadie De Kol Burke. Her udder is fairly cov- 
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ered with a network of milk veins extending even down 
to almost the end of her teats, while the milk veins on 
her belly ran up close to her, front legs. The tremendous 
development of her milk vein system, is shown in the fact 
that there was seven milk wells on one side of her abdo- 
men and six milk wells on the other side, each milk well 
large enough for a person to stick their thumb through. 
She is a better show cow than her dam, being a trifle 
straighter on the back, and it was predicted that she 
would exceed her record at next freshening. 
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The color markings of King Korndyke Sadie Vale are 
very ‘distinctive, there being a white stripe over his hips 
and another back of the crest, his face being entirely 
white, his daughters inheriting his markings to a great 
extent. 

When reviewing the unequalled record of his daugh- 
ters, his unsurpassed breeding and the wonderful individ- 
uality of his offspring, it would seem as though few, if 
any sires, have as promising a future as that of King 
Korndyke Sadie Vale—certainly the records of the daugh- 
ters of no other sire will be watched with greater interest. 





Feeding Dairy Cattle 


By PROF. E. S. SAVAGE 
III. Forage Crops to Supplement Pasture 


T is a well known fact among dairymen that cows that 
I once go down in milk do not come back again readily. 

Therefore it is very important that the milk flow be 
maintained on pasture. An expenditure for concentrates 
and forage crops at this time to maintain as nearly as may 
be the milk flow that is obtained on the flush of pasture 
is probably the best investment for feed that the dairy- 
man can make during the entire year. It does not seem 
to be enough, however, to feed concentrates entirely as a 
supplement nor is it economical to do so. It seems to be 
as necessary to provide succulent feed, concentrates and 
perhaps some dry roughage at this time when the cows are 
on pasture, as it is in winter when the cows are in the 
barn. We will take up the question of roughage first. 


The writer is of the opinion that it is good practice to 
feed some hay in summer when the pastures begin to get 
dry. Some dairymen think it best to feed a little hay even 
at the flush pasture. The writer is of this opinion but 
does not urge the practice, but would merely call it to the 
attention of dairymen as a subject for thought and perhaps 
trial. 


We are convinced, however, that the cheapest and most 
convenient way to supplement pasture is to feed silage. 
Here are some of the reasons: First, it has been conclu- 
sively demonstrated in several trials that the cows will 
produce as much, seem as comfortable and keep up their 
appetites just as well when fed silage and grain and per- 
haps a little hay when on pasture as when fed green crops, 
grain and hay when on pasture. Second, from any ex- 
periments that the writer has seen, the cost has always 
been in favor of the silage. 


There is every reason to believe the two main facts 
just cited. In addition: 1. It is difficult to get a proper 
succession of crops so that each is in its choicest condi- 
tion when fed. 
little too green, others will have to be held too long. 2. It 
is necessary to plant small areas at different times which 
is a nuisance in busy seasons. 3. When pastures suffer 


from drought the worst, and green crops are most needed, 
the green crops are also the poorest and lowest yield. 
With silage, an abundance of succulent feed is carried from 
year to year and the effect of drought easily and most 
4. Green crops must be harvested in 
It is practically 


economically offset. 
small quantities in all kinds of weather. 


Some crops will have to be fed when a 


necessary to harvest some every day because it is impos- 
sible to pile them even in small piles without some loss in 
palatibility. 


When silage is grown large fields are fitted most eco- 
nomically. The best use of labor and machinery is made 
in planting, cultivating, and harvesting the crop. Silage 
is of uniformly high quality at all times. Greater yields 
per acre are obtained with silage than with many crops 
used in a green crop system. 


The only reason the author can find in favor of the 
growing of green crops to supplement silage is the value 
of variety in the ration and the fact that it may not be 
best to feed a cow continuously on silage the year round. 
She will get some rest, however, in a system with silage 
as the only supplement because in nearly every: locality 
there is a flush season of pasture when probably neither 
a succulent supplement nor a grain supplement will be 
needed. 


The method of supplementing pasture with silage alone 
grades into a second plan which involves the intermittent 
use of the silo. Advantage is taken of alfalfa and clover 
and a crop or two of peas and oats when these crops are 
in prime condition, and silage is used in between. There 
will be some loss of silage in intermittent use but the 
amount is small when the silage is near the bottom of the 
silo because it is so tightly packed and fermentation has 
stopped. Care should be taken to keep the surface of the 
silo level and to leave it as smooth and as little disturbed 
as possible when pitching off the last lot when pianning to 
use a green crop for a time. This plan has been used at 
Cornell University with success and with little loss. 
Whichever plan is used the greatest success will be ob- 
tained if two silos are available, one with a larger diam- 
eter for winter feeding and one. with a less diameter for 
summer feeding. The smaller the diameter the less sur- 
face will be exposed at any time and consequently the less 
chance of loss. 


The third method of supplementing pasture will in- 
volve the use of green crops alone and means a succession 
throughout the summer from about July lst to Novem- 
ber lst. Such a succession may be obtained with the use 
of the following crops. The table is computed on the 
basis of the needs of 50 cows. The table is adapted from 
a table given in “Feeds and Feeding,” by Henry and Mir- 
rison, and is quoted from Professor Voorhees of New 
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Jersey. This plan then would be applicable to the latitude 
of southern New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
ere.

It is-not claimed that the above outline: is the best that 
may be suggested. It is merely a suggestion to indicate 
the crops that may be used for the purpose discussed in 
this paper, with the probable acreage needed for fifty 
cows, the time of seeding, and the approximate time 
when the crop would be in prime condition to be fed 


green. Each individual dairyman must work out his own 
system. All dairymen must feed some supplementar 
= and can best plan his work through the use ot 
silage. 

The mixture of concentrates to be fed on pasture does 
not present a very serious question. Enough must be fed 
with the green crops or silage to maintain the milk flow 
Do not let the cows shrink. A somewhat heavier mixture 
may be fed than in winter if the market considerations 
should demand such. The concentrates should be chosen 
as indicated in the earlier articles in this series. High pro- 
tein feeds should constitute one-half the mixture of con- 
centrates and bulky foods perhaps about one-third the 
mixture by weight. If the market would indicate such a 
choice, the following would serve the purpose to good 
advantage: 

500 Ibs. corn meal 

400 Ibs. distillers’ dried grains 
500 Ibs. mixed feed 

400 lbs. gluten feed 

200 Ibs. cottonseed meal.

We have succeeded 
in getting her dry lately. She is due to freshen May 20. What feeds 
can I give her from now on until freshening and on test that might 
possibly have some influence to raise her test? She is a small cow, 
very persistent and of wonderful constitution. She would consume 40 
Ibs. per day of Hartshorn’s test ration. Thanking you in advance for 
a reply, I am, yours most respectfully, i, HM.

Ans.—A grain mixture which has given much satisfac- 
tion in preparing cows for test is 30 lbs. wheat bran, 30 
lbs. hominy, 30 lbs. ground oats, and 10 lbs. of oil meal. 
Feed enough, 10 to 16 lbs. per day to get considerable fat 
on your cows before freshening. 


I do not believe you can influence the fat in the milk 
through the feed mixture. 


Editor World, Sir: I was particularly interested in Mr. E. S. 
Savage’s articles in the Holstein World of March 11th. I would like 
to have the question answered by Mr. Savage what he considers the best 
grain ration to feed with good corn ensilage and alfalfa hay. We have 
a milking herd of 21 grade Holstein cows. 


At present we are feeding a grain ration consisting of gluten, wheat 
bran and buckwheat, middlings and bran. We pay $1.30 per cwt. for 
wheat bran, 90c and $1 per cwt. for the buckwheat bran and $1.50 for 
gluten; cottonseed and oil meal cost $2.10 and $2.20 per cwt. 


Do you think we can afford to buy these grains when we only 
get $1.52 per hundred for milk testing 3.4 per cent fat? 


We have one grade Holstein that is giving 60 lbs. milk per day 
testing 3 per cent at 2% years. We feed her 15 lbs. grain per day with 
ensilage alfalfa. We think this shows what can be accomplished with a 
pure-blood bull on grade cows. jl. FS

_ Prof. FE. S. Savage, Dear Sir: I notice at the end of your first 
article on oe. that you are willing to answer questions. I am 
doing the Official Test Work for the Canadian R. O. M. work and I 
am often up against the question of feed, ete. ‘t the present time I 
have a bunch of young heifers with their first caf. They are in good 
shape, but have quite a bit of swelling in their udders. They have been 
well rubbed with Bag Balm and are being fed very light, just 1 Ib. of 
mixed meal four times per day. The mixture is 100 Ibs. of oat chip, 
100 Ibs. bran, 100 lbs. dry braves, grains and molasses, 50 Ibs. oil meal, 
about 2 lbs. corn ensilage and about 16 lbs. mangels at a feed. 

They are milking about 40 lbs. = mg 4 and testing from 3.4 to 3.8 
per cent. I have the following feeds on hand to use from. 

Gluten meal, cottonseed meal, oil cake meal, bran, oil chip, dried 
braves, grains and molasses, flaxseed, also ground flax seed, corn ensi- 
lage, mangels and alfalfa hay. 

Would you kindly let me know by letter what would be the best 
feeds for the heifers and the proportion of each feed to mix up for a 
stock feed. About how much would you feed at a time milking four 
times per day? 

Also what proportions you would use in mixing up a feed for 
mature cows giving round 60 to 80 lbs. milk per day testing around 3.5 
per cent, and how much at a feed (cows weighing about 1,500 lbs). I 
know they generally advise 1 lb. to 4 Ibs. milk.

Ans.—The following mixture is recommended for both 
the heifers and mature cows, and feed them on test all 
they will eat, with silage, hay, and mangels: 

500 lbs. dried brewers’ grains 
300 lbs. gluten meal 

300 lbs. wheat bran 

200 lbs. oil meal 

200 Ibs. cottonseed meal 

500 Ibs. oat chop. 

The variation in amount to feed when cows are on 
test is made according to the appetite of the animal. When 
on yearly test or in ordinary production in addition to 
what hay, silage, and mangels she will eat, it is advisable 
to feed a cow in full milk giving 4% milk or better, one 
pound of grain to 3 or 3% pounds of milk daily; a cow 
giving milk with less than 4% of fat, one pound of grain 
to 314 or 4 pounds of milk.

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The Selection of the Dairy Sire 


By R. E.. HUNDERTMARK, Geneva, Ohio 


LTHOUGH the old law of breeding that “like produces 

like” still holds good and is the basis on which most 

of the animal breeding of the past and present is 
based, it is not enough. The present day standards of pro- 
duction that dairy cows must attain in order to return a profit 
to their owner requires much discrimination as regards the 
selection of the herd bull. This is so on account of the part 
that the bull plays in the quality of the future offspring, a 
good sire producing that is an improvement over the old and 
an inferior sire getting stock of a moderate or actually inferior 
quality. In so far as the matter of production is concerned, 
there should be always an increase in that produced by the 
daughters over the dams, and in this the bull plays an im- 
portant part. 

Breeders find that like does not always produce like. The 
daughters of the high record cow may not be as good as the 
dam, or on the other hand the moderate producer may have 
exceptional offspring. In the case of the herd bull the require- 
ment is that not only should he transmit his own character- 
istics but in addition to this he must influence his progeny 
with the milk giving function. The milk giving character- 
istic should be present not only in a marked degree in the 
females, but it should be transmitted to the sons as well as 
the daughters, so that they in turn can pass it on to the next 
generation. 

If the theories of the Dutch Scientist Johannson hold true, 
then the selection of the herd bull resolves itself into some- 
thing more than the mere application of the law that like 
produces like. According to the discoveries of this scientist, 
mating animals according to the law that like produces like 
is merely a part of the work; the selection should go further. 
Basing his conclusions on work done with beans, he found 
that there were strains or characters within the varieties which 
would breed pure. The mere selection of large beans within 
the strain with the expectation that this would result in all 
large beans was seldom successful. The large beans selected 
for the seed may have been the larger ones of a small variety, 
or the smaller ones of a still larger sort. When, however, 
it was found that the large bean was from a strain of large 
beans, this characteristic was one that would breed pure. 
The selection of a character that would breed pure could only 
be determined by planting and watching the results. With 
stock, the character sought can be determined as soon as the 
animal reaches its growth and comes into milk, but the 
process is necessarily slow. 


To select the animals having the high milk producing 
strain as nearly pure as possible is the difficult part of this 
proposition. It would seem that animals more or less line 
bred, that is, animals tracing closely to some foundation 
animal with but little outcross with some outside blood, would 
be the first desirable step in the selection of this breeding 
stock. Uniformly high production of the daughters of a sire 
is the point sought for rather than one or more exceptional 
producers with many moderate ones. If line breeding results 
in uniformly high production for several generations or pro- 
duction that seems to be on the increase, it is well to assume 
that this quality is fixed and that it is one that will breed 
on quite regularly. 

It would seem that the selection of a herd bull, because 
the dam has a record of production of thirty pounds of butter 
in a week, is somewhat besides the mark. The bull from a 
family of high producing cows, though not necessarily of the 
thirty pound variety, would possibly make the better breeding 
animal. The Holstein cow, Prilly, is a case where production 
is present and where the ability to transmit the ability to 
produce is a fixed quality that has been carried on to a number 
of generations. Although the production of the female 
ancestry of the foundation cow, De Kol 2nd, is not known, 
she at least was a good producer and has transmitted this 
character to her descendants through both sons and daughters. 
Production in this case was practically a pure strain which 
seems to have been passed on and on in a never ending 
stream, 


In the case of many of our leading sires to-day, there is 
not uniformity in the characteristics of all the offsprings. To 


best carry on the desirable characters it seems that the sons ° 
should possess in an exceptional degree the qualities that go. 


to make up the ideal sire. He should be growthy, vigorous, 
of outstanding conformation, and above all, should possess 


great constitutional vigor and masculinity. It was said that 
at the Panama Pacific Exposition, the Ayrshire bull, Buchan 
Peter Pan, was easily the dominating figure in the Ayrshire 
show. The ability of this bull as a breeder is as marked as 
his individuality and style. The Holstein bull, Hazelwood 
Ormsby Posch, owned by John L: Smith, of Spokane, Wash., 
winning at all shows in the Northwest and later grand 
champion at the San Francisco Fair, is not only an excep- 
tional individual, exhibiting those points of vigor and mas- 
culinity so much desired but in addition to this he is a good 
breeder, all sons and daughters being of the same mold. 

Within out dairy breeds there are many animals that are 
known as the leading sires of the breed. The ability of these 
animals to sire offspring more or less normal for the breed 
has been the important factor in bringing these animals to 
the front. Animal breeding has not yet reached that point, 
however, where all offspring of a superior sire are of the 
same superior quality. The intending purchaser of a son of 
a famous sire should be as discriminating in his selection 
as his capital will allow. Although one cannot tell by the 
looks of a bull what his offspring will be like, breeders are 
beginning to pay considerable attention to the make-up of 
the bull, believing that not only is there at least some correla- 
tion between function and form but that in order to impress 
the characters desired, the bull must have individuality and 
breed character. 

Since the systems of advanced registry now in vogue with 
the different dairy breeds give an accurate measure of the 
production of the ancestry of a bull, this important part in 
the selection of the sire can be determined quite readily. 
Considerable care should be spent in the determination of 
the producing ability of all of the daughters of the immediate 
female ancestry of the animal in question. An animal backed 
by ancestry having a continual line of production, and this 
coupled with individuality and breed character, the chances 
are very favorable on having a sire that will transmit quite 
regularly and often in a greater degree the qualities that he 
has inherited. 


Individual Test Charts 


The Board of Directors of the National Dairy Show 
Association has decided that beginning with the 1916 
Show all Cattle entries over six months old, whether for 
exhibition or educational purposes, shall be provided with 
individual Certificates (showing temperatures) issued by 
a responsible and registered Veterinarian, definitely de- 
scribing each animal and showing that they have been 
tuberculin tested within six months prior to the opening 
of the Show, and also that all other precautions that may 
be necessary concerning the general sanitary condition of 
the herds on exhibition and of the quarters occupied by 
them shall be carefully supervised by the Official Veteri- 
narian of the Show Association.

Ans.—No. 1. I very much doubt the 
calf’s teeth causing the enlargements you 
speak of. The teeth would not affect 
them all the same way. No doubt a 
germ is responsible for the lump in ques- 
tion, As the others came all right it is 
reasonable to expect this one to do the 
same. You may be able to properly con- 
vince yourself of the real cause by look- 
ing inside of this calf’s mouth. If you 
find there a large sore, use this treat- 
ment. Swab out with equal parts glycer- 
ine, listerine, peroxide of hydrogen, and 
distilled water, one ounce of each mixed 
altogether. Soon after doing this, paint 
the surface of sore with five per cent. 
solution of nitrate of silver. The more 
frequently it is treated, the quicker it 
will recover. ; , 

No. 2. The cow being in excellent 
condition, and having passed the tuber- 
culin test, would naturally ward off any 
suspicion of tuberculosis trouble; but 
still, tuberculin is capricious and cannot 
be fully trusted. It often creates much 
surprise, neither does good condition 
play any very important part. Look this 
cow over. Find, if you can, any lumps 
or enlarged glands, then listen to other 
cows’ lungs which do not cough, after 
which, listen to the lungs of the cow that 
does cough. If you do not find anything 
different in her from. the other cows 
give her the treatment ‘here prescribed, 
but if you do find her abnormal in any 
way let it arouse your suspicions. Give 
one pound epsom salts in quart warm 
water. After this give twice a day, 
powdered digitalis, thirty grains. Solu- 
tion of acetate of ammonium four fluid 
ounces ; spirits of nitrous ether, two fluid 
ounces; extract of belladonna, two 
drams in a pint of water; sprinkle with 
molasses water everything she eats; rub 
her throat once a day with mustard’ and 
warm water.

Ans.—No. 1. Mammittis at the best is 
a serious disease to handle, and gener- 
ally impairs the gland involved even 
though judiciously and promptly treated. 
Irrigate the bad quarter with 3 per 
cent. warm’ borax solution with sterile 
springer; then gently manipulate for fif- 
teen minutes, after which draw off, 
bathe bag with warm water in which add 
some hops, massage the lump with cam- 
phorated oil two or three times a day. 
Keep bowels-and kidneys working good 
by giving glauber salts, half pound; salt- 
peter, half ounce, as often as required 
to do so. She will no doubt milk much 
better when fresh again. 


No. 2. Better first get a well posted 
veterinarian to find out the cause of this 
heifer not breeding, then a specific rem- 
edy can be used. It may be, as is often 
the case, the neck of the womb requires 
to be dilated; instruments for that pur- 
pose can be had from Sharp & Smith, 
155 Michigan Boulevard, Chicago, III. 
But listen, last November Mr. Seymour 
Dewitt of Lacona, N. Y., asked me to 
operate on two non-breeding Holstein 
heifers which he had bought. Not hav- 
ing my instruments with me and one 
heifer being at heat, I shared up the end 
of a broom handle to the size of a small 
cigar, sterilized and passed it into the 
womb, bred the heifer. She conceived 
the first time; treated heifer No. 2 the 
same way; she got with calf at the 
second service. I saw Mr. Dewitt a few 
days ago and he informed me he had 
during the winter used the broomstick 
on five more non-breeding cows, all of 
which are now with calf. This is no 
fable, but facts; the method, if unscien- 
tific, is resourceful, and the success 
recommends it.

Milk for Children 


While bread and cereals come near to 
fulfilling one of the important require- 
ments of diet—a correct proportion of 
nutrients providing fuel only and those 
useful for body building—other foods 
which provide protein in larger propor- 
tion as compared with fuel should not 
be neglected. These foods include milk; 
meat (except the very fattest), fish, 
poultry, eggs, cheese, dried beans, cow- 
peas, peas, peanuts, and almonds, wal- 
nuts, and other nuts. Nuts, of course, 
also contain considerable fat. Milk is 
an absolute essential, not only because 
it contains a large number of nourish- 
ing substances in forms easily assimi- 
lated, but also because, in some way not 
now fully understood, milk seems to 
promote growth and help the body of 
a child make good. use of other foods. 
Milk is rich in most kinds of mineral 
matter, particularly lime, useful in the 
development of bone and tissue. 

Milk should never be omitted wholly 
from the diet of a child. If not used at 
luncheon it should appear at other 
meals. For luncheon, however, it has 
been found that such dishes as milk 
toast, milk soups made with vegetables, 
fish or vegetable chowders, and cocoa 
are valuable foods, easily prepared at 
home or in the school, because they re- 
quire no oven and call only for simple 
utensils. White sauces made of vege- 
table juices, milk, or broth, differ from 
milk soup largely in that they contain 
more flour. When considering milk, 
the food value of skim milk, which 
contains a larger percentage of protein 
though less fat than full milk, should 
not be overlooked.

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Pasteurization Stands a Show 


ATEST reports from Albany state that the Legisla- 
L ture is considering quite seriously the passage of the 

pasteurization legislation that has been under con- 
sideration in this State for so long. However, in no sense 
can the item of news, satisfactory as it appears to be, be 
taken as presaging a victory for those favoring compulsory 
pasteurization. 

Through the activity of the enemies of the proposed 
law, particularly Giles and Vary of the State Grange, two 
amendments have been introduced and the Assembly has 
reported favorably the proposed law with these amend- 
ments. While we are unacquainted with the exact sub- 
stance of these amendments, we view with distrust their 
source, coming, as they do, from men who have persist- 
ently opposed this beneficent legislation. We prefer to 
wait until we know more about the proposals of amend- 
ment before commenting further upon them. 


Friends of the proposed enactment that would safe- 
guard the interests of dairymen, through compulsory pas- 
teurization, however, have not lost heart, and are working 
for the passage of their favorite bill. We must bear testi- 
mony in this regard to the work of Albert L. Brockway of 
Syracuse and his associates. Particularly pleasing also is 
the activity of the Ayrshire Associaion, under the direction 
of Hugh J. Chisholm of New York City, who has worked 
untiringly for the enactment of a compulsory pasteuriza- 
tion law. 


In view of the overwhelming mass of evidence in favor 
of the law, coming as it does from all sources, we fail to 
understand why the legislators of New York State have 
failed to sense the public duty involved in the passing of 
such an act. If the law, as amended, is in the interests of 
the principles for which friends of compulsory pasteuriza- 
tion have stood, we are in favor of it and we hope that the 
Legislature of New York State will redeem itself by pass- 
ing the law with the amendments. 
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The Factor of Publicity 


HE plan to further the interests of dairying in gen 
I eral by means of a systematic advertising campai ‘ 
is one to which every reader of the World, including 
its editors, can heartily subscribe. It is very easy to i 
the good that can be done by such campaign, although, as 
far as our own constituency goes, this advertising is ees 
necessary, but in so far as it reaches the “ultimate con- 
sumer,” any campaign of education, directed in favor of a 
greater consumption of dairy products, not only has our 
enthusiastic endorsement, but our hearty support. 

It is not amiss to suggest co-operation in this regard 
between the dairy breeds, if such can be secured. The 
matter was under discussion at the recent meeting of the 
executive board of the Holstein-Friesian Association, and 
one director expressed himself as very much in favor of 
the co-operative plan for an extensive advertising cam- 
paign that would take into practically every home in the 
United States, convincing arguments of the superiority of 
dairy products as food. It would be unfair to ask the 
Holstein-Friesian Association to pay the entire expense-of 
this campaign, if undertaken, and it is entirely within 
reason to assume that such a campaign could be profitably 
undertaken and subscribed to by the controlling associa- 
~—— all the dairy breeds. Let’s have some co-operation 
on this.

Field Notes 


An inadvertent error is recorded in ours of March 25th. 
In a summary of the Philadelphia sale, we stated that Fair- 
mont Craddock Alcartra, from the consignment of E. B. Ben- 
nett, was sold to Mrs. E. A. George of Sudlersville, Md., for 
$190. This price should have been $505. Mr. Bennett writes 
us that Mrs. George procured a great bargain in this heifer. 
She is a daughter of King Segis Pontiac Alcartra and was in 
calf to Mr. Bennett’s junior herd sire, King De Kol Lilith. Mr. 
Bennett states that he felt so sure that this combination of 
breeding would produce a very excellent individual that he 
offered $200 for a calf from this combination. 


Tilly Alcartra, the famous world’s champion yearly 

producer, has just closed her fourth yearly record, accord- 
ing to advices from the Pacific Coast, where she is owned 
by A. W. Morris & Sons, Corp. The figures for the year, 
as have been just made public, are, butter 1190.42, milk 
29826.60. This record, coupled with that of her last year’s 
work, gives her a world’s championship also for the two 
years’ butter-record, either consecutively or for any two 
years of production. The total of butter for the two years 
is 2379.46 Ibs. 
_ The milk record, of course, is unsurpassed by any liv- 
ing cow, and scarcely is approached. It is 60278 for two 
years. A more complete account of this record and the 
deductions to be withdrawn from such a performance, will 
appear in an early issue of the World. 


E. D. Upton of the Fred F. Field Holstein Company, in- 
forms us that their Dutchland Colantha Vale, 121 days after 
calving, produced 100 pounds of milk and 4.87 pounds of butter 
in 24 hours. This cow has nearly 12,000 pounds of milk to her 
credit to date and they hope at Dutchland Farms to make her 
the next world’s champion for milk production. 


Elsewhere in this issue we print an article from the pen of- 
R. F. Hundertmark of Geneva, Ohio. Mr. Hundertmark writes 
on the selection of a sire in a very convincing manner and his 
article should have careful attention by every breeder. The 
writer was formerly instructor in dairying at the State College 
of Washington. 
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The Death of Mr. Dimoc 


Gurdon A. Dimoc, for several years director of the Hol 
stein-Friesian Association of America and a prominent busi- 
ness man of Kalamazoo, dropped dead at his office in that city 
on March 24th. Death was due to cerebral apoplexy. Mr. 
Dimoc had just returned from New York State, where he at- 
tended a meeting of the directors of the National Association 
at Syracuse, held earlier in the week. He had not been well 
for some time past, although no serious illness was suspected.

Mr. Dimoc was one of the best known men in the Holstein 
business, being proprietor, with his brother, of the famous 
Maplecrest Farms at East Claridon, Ohio, where a number of 
world’s records yearly producers have been developed. The 
herd sire at Maplecrest is the famous Pontiac Aaggie Korn- 
dyke. 

‘ The passing of Mr. Dimoc removes from the Board of 
Directors a second member within the space of one month, the 
death of Vice-President Favill being recorded but recently. 
Mr. Dimoc’s advice and counsel will be greatly missed in the 
association’s executive board, and the fraternity loses one of 
its influential and respected members in his passing. Mr. 
Dimoc was one of the most prominent business men in Kala- 
mazoo. 


The Telegraph Press of Kalamaozo has the following to 
say concerning him: 

Mr. Dimoc was one of the most prominent insurance 
men in this section of the State, having been associated 
with the Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance Co. in 
various capacities for the past 30 years. He had also 
acquired a wide reputation as a breeder of thoroughbred 
cattle, his Maplecrest stock farm near Calridon, Ohio, 
being noted for its fine Holstein-Friesian cattle. He was 
a great lover of animals and much of his time was occu- 
pied with the training of his horses, in which he took 
great pride. 

Gurdon A. Dimoc was born in the Dimoc homestead 
near Claridon, O., in 1860, being 56 years of age at the 
time of his death. He came to Kalamazoo in 1889 and 
entered the life insurance business, becoming associated 
with the Northwestern. Mutual Co. very soon after com- 
ing here. At the time of his death he was district agent 
for Southern Michigan. Mr. Dumoc was prominent in 
lodge circles, being a thirty-second degree Mason and an 
Elk. He was a member and a trustee of the People’s 
church and was active in his church work. His friends 
were legion, all who met him being attracted by his 
frank and winning personality. Mr. Dimoc never took 
an active part in politics and while he was urged at var- 
ious times to become a candidate for city offices, he de- 
clared that his extensive private interests made it im- 
possible for him to take an active part in public affairs. 
However, he was prevailed upon to become a member of 
the municipal park commission and to his efforts Kala- 
mazoo owes in a great measure, the success of her park 
and playground program. 

Mr. Dimoc was a man of quiet and unassuming per- 
sonality yet had great force of character. His charities 
were extensive although few knew of them. Although 

he gave thousands of dollars to various charitable enter- 
prises he never courted publicity and in most cases his 
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gifts were made with the understanding that no mention 
was to be made of his name in connection with the af- 
fair. Mr. Dimoc had no children of his own, but was a 
great lover of young people and during his life sent sev- 
eral young men and women through college or univer- 
sity. Many a successful young business man of to-day 
owes his start to Gurdon A. Dimoc. His death will 
sever countless friendships of many years. Hundreds 
of men in Kalamazoo were proud to call him friend and 
sorrow at his passing will extend not only to capitalist 
and professional men, but to a host of laboring men in 
the city, who knew him as a true friend. His death will 
not be quickly forgotten and his memory will live long as 
one of the city’s most loved citizens. 


John W. Arfmann Dead 


John W. Arfmann, veteran Holstein breeder and proprietor 
of Fairmont Farms, died suddenly last Friday at his home in 
New York city. Mr. Arfmann had been enjoying his usual 
good health and his death was not at all expected. Heart dis- 
ease was given as the cause for his demise. The death of Mr. 
Arfmann removes from the fraternity one of its most forceful 
and picturesque personalities. Although himself never active 
in the breeding and rearing of Holsteins, Mr. Arfmann fur- 
nished the financial backing whereby his nephew, John Arf- 
mann, has built a conspicuous success in the history of the 
business. Mr. Arfmann was a prosperous merchant in New 
York city,and in 1889 he purchased a farm at Middletown. 
His nephew came to America from Germany at about this 
time and after working for his uncle in New York city a cou- 
ple of years and in a business of his own, was placed in charge 
of this farm by Mr. Arfmann. The rest is a bit of Holstein 
history that is pretty well known to every follower of the 
game. 

Mr. Arfmann was a man of impressive size and command- 
ing personality, and his quiet good-natured manner won him 
the friendship and respect of all with whom he came into con- 
tact. While he was not so well known among the Holstein 
fraternity, he was respected by all for the part he has played 
in the building up of Fairmont Farms. 


9 BS Sea ARES aS A 
Cost of Raising Dairy Heifers 


Figures compiled by the Department of Agriculture 
show that in the State of Wisconsin, where more cows 
are raised than in any other State in the Union, it costs 
$39.52 to raise a heifer to the age of one year and $61.41 
to the age of two years: 

The items entering into this cost are of special inter- 
est. In raising the. heifer to the age of one year, the gov- 
ernment found on these Wisconsin farms that the feed 
cost alone had been $24.67. The labor was $4.45, and 
other miscellaneous items $6.36. To this was added an 
initial value of $7.04, and a credit of $3 was allowed for 
manure. The items for the two-year-old heifer include a 
feed bill of $40.83, a labor charge of $7.81, and $13.73 for 
other expenses. The two-year-old was credited $8 for 
manure. Two-thirds of the cost of raising a two-year-old 
heifer on these Wisconsin farms is chargeable to feed. 

The figures for Wisconsin will undoubtedly strike the 
coast dairyman as rather high, but as these are due in a 
measure to expenses other than cost of feed, such as 
handling and stabling, it is not difficult to see the vast 
advantage the coast dairyman has in the matter of raising 
heifers. In fact, after the heifers are taken off skim milk 
at the age of four to six months, a heifer requires but 
little care until she is ready to take her place in the milk- 
ing herd. We know of many instances in California where 
the total period of hay feeding in a heifer’s life does not 
exceed four months out of the year. Counting on two 
years or eight months, there are left sixteen months dur- 
ing which skim milk and pasture are the reliance of grow- 
ing heifers and that they are about the most profitable 
animals on the farm many dairymen are coming to find 
out. The Wisconsin figures show a cost at two years of 
$61.41, but well-bred heifers readily command from $70 
to $90, so that the man who raises them is not only mak- 
ing a profit above their cost, but he is selling his feeds 
and labor through them at a good price. At $75 a two- 
year heifer is growing into money at the rate of better 
than three dollars a month. In the coast country where 
handling, stabling and care are almost neglible factors, 
this represents a splendid source of income.—Pacific Dairy 
Review.

Editor World, Sir: 


In a recent issue of the H. F. World, 
the question for discussion, of changing 
the A. R. Blue Book so as to show the 
percentage of butter fat of the record 
of daughters of each sire and dam was 
offered. Yes, this is a pretty good idea. 
I cannot see what the butter figures are 
for. It takes & or 85% butter fat to 
one pound butter and all figures with 
80% are wrong and are only a waste of 
space and time. When we look on a 
record all there is to find is pounds of 
milk and per cent butter fat. After 
that you can figure out butter fat, but- 
ter of whatever you wish. As the books 
are now kept, if you want to know the 
real record, you have to figure out the 
percent and so divide the butter fat by 
the milk, why not keep the percent but- 
ter fat in the record? 


I cannot see what the figures about 
butter have te do in the records. The 
cow gives no butter, she gives butter fat, 
and you have to make the butter from 
the butter fat, so it seems that all figures 
of butter in the record are only waste 
of time and space. All the records have 
to tell us are the amount of milk and 
percent of butter fat, the rest one can 
figure out if it is wanted.

The Outlook in Louisiana 


By PROF. E. 


The outlook for the Holstein-Friesian 
industry in Louisiana may be summed up 
in the statement that there is a stronger 
demand for stock of this breed and at 
better prices than for any other class of 
live stock. It is true that the breed is 
comparatively new here, as up to within 
a few years there has been but very little 
dairy development in the State and very 
little demand for dairy cattle except for 
family use. The country being pretty 
well stocked with Jerseys, which were 
already acclimated and immune to tick 
fever, this breed has been used almost 
exclusively for dairy purposes. The 
Jersey breeders have been well organ- 
ized and very active in promoting the 
interests of their favorite breed, where- 
as there has been no organized effort 
whatever to promote the interests of any 
of the other dairy breeds. 

The principal dairy section of Louis- 
iana is located in the territory within 
easy shipping distance of New Orleans, 
and the industry is largely confined to 
the shipment of whole milk to supply 
the New Orleans trade. There are, how- 
ever, several well established creameries 
in Louisiana which are manufacturing 
butter and other dairy products on quite 
a large scale and this branch of the 
dairy industry is growing quite rapidly. 

A thorough survey of the dairy indus- 
try revealed the facts that the Louisiana 
dairy cows were producing, on an ave- 
rage, of a very small amount of very 
rich milk and at a relatively high cost; 
and were it not for the fact that the 
dairymen were receiving about two dol- 
lars and a half per hundred pounds for 
their whole milk delivered sweet, they 
would not be able to stay in the busi- 
ness. With good grazing conditions 
nearly the year round, and the abundant 
yields of silage crops, insuring a com- 
paratively cheap food supply, certainly 
as compared with the colder sections of 
the country, the high cost of production 
is thought to be largely due to the fail- 
ure of the type of cattle formerly used 
to make the best use of the available 
cheap feeding materials, and as a result 
there has been a wholesale change in the 
type of the cattle being used. Nearly 
every large dairy herd is now headed by 
a registered Holstein-Friesian bull and 
the process of grading up the dairy cat- 
tle to the Holstein-Friesian standard is 
well under way. ‘The results are so 
very satisfactory that the process is des- 
tined to continue indefinitely. 


There have been several small herds 
of registered Holstein-Friesian cattle 
kept in the State for a number of years 
but it has been only within the past year 
that the demand for this breed has be- 
come especially active. The reason for 
this activity is largely the fact that con- 
siderable portions of the State have 
been freed of the cattle ticks, thus great- 
ly lessening the risk of bringing in non- 
immune cattle, for it must be remem- 
bered that if even one tick gets onto a 
non-immune animal which is over one 
year old the chances of death are about 
99 per cent. 

The demand for cattle of this breed 
led the University workers to decide to 
promote a sale. They got in touch with 
Mr. B. E. Totten, Farmdale, Ohio, and 
planned with him to hold a public auc- 
tion sale of Holstein-Friesian cattle in

last October. Mr. Totten brought down 
about one hundred head, of which about 
forty were registered, and the remainder 
grades and nearly all young. This lot 
went under the hammer in just three 
hours at an average price of $111.00, in- 
cluding a number of young calves 
dropped enroute. Rather than supplying 
the demand, however, this sale simply 
served to stimulate a greater demand, 
and we had to bring Mr. Totten back in 
February with another consignment of 
one hundred and fifty head, and a much 
better lot on the whole than his first 
shipment. He struck a very bad time as 
this was just when the Mississippi River 
was at its highest and we did not know 
whether the levees would hold. Many 
men who had fully planned to make 
heavy purchases were afraid to leave 
home and consequently the number of 
bidders was limited. About half the of- 
fering was sold at auction and the re- 
mainder held over to be sold at private 
sale. Mr. Totten put his price on every 
animal and sold it at his own price. 
Every purchaser is satisfied and wants 
to buy more. Mr. Totten expects to 
bring down the largest consignment of 
= fall and hold a sale at our State 
air. 

At the close of the last sale a number 
of interested parties got together and 
organized the Louisiana Holstein-Fries- 
ian Association, the purpose of which 
will be to promote the interests of the 
Holstein-Friesian cattle in Louisiana. 
The members of the association will ex- 
hibit extensively at local and State Fairs 
and will boost the “Black and Whites” 
wherever possible. The breed is in the 
hands of the very best farmers in the 
State, and these men want good stock 
and will not be satisfied with anything 
inferior. 

Because of her greater size, vigor, 
production, and ability to convert a lar- 
ger quantity of cheap feed into more 
milk and butter fat and yield a larger 
annual profit per cow, the Holstein- 
Friesian is destined to occupy a leading 
position in the development of the dairy 
industry in Louisiana; and once free of 
ticks, Louisiana will soon become a 
leading dairy State. ~

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Long Campaign is Over 


ps poem long fight against the foot-and- 
mouth disease is over. The Secre- 
tary of Agriculture has issued an order 
which on March 31 removes all foot- 
and-mouth quarantines and restrictions 
against the shipment and movement of 
live stock. The order signed specifically 
removes the quarantine from a small 
ierritory in Christian County, Illinois, 
the last area which was under suspicion. 
Along with the removal of this local 
quarantine, the various Federal orders 
restricting shipment of cattle are re- 
scinded, so that dealers can now ship 
their cattle as before the first quarantine 
was imposed. 


Upon notification that the United 
States is free from the disease, all for- 
eign governments which have placed em- 
bargoes on American cattle are expected 
to remove these embargoes, so that cat- 
tle raisers will then be able to resume 
shipments to these foreign countries. 


The magnitude of the work of eradi- 
cation and control carried on by farm- 
ers, shippers, and the State and Federal 
governments is shown by the fact that 
before controlled, the disease had gained 
a temporary footing in 22 States and the 
District of Columbia. The disease ap- 
peared and was controlled in 269 differ- 
ent counties. 


The importance to the stock raising 
industry of eradicating foot-and-mouth 
disease may be judged from the results 
of ‘s plague in Denmark, where the 
di 3.e appeared at about the same time 
th it broke out in the United States. 
The area of Denmark is approximately 
equal to that of the three New England 
States—Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
R'iode Island. It is, however, a great

caused by the foot-and-mouth disease

ter, and were compelled to resort to such 
measures of control as could be estab- 
lished by quarantines and other restric- 
tions. 


As a result of beter understanding be- 
tween the State and National govern- 
ments, representatives of the depart- 
ment believe that many of the obstacles 
which confronted the authorities in the 
past outbreak would not be encountered 


in dealing with any future Occurrence 
of the disease. ‘The veterinarians, how- 
ever, will not abate their watchfulness 
for some time. Examination of animals 
and animal products offered for import 
will continue to be unusually strict, he 
department, however, particularly urges 
all farmers and cattle handlers to notify 
their State veterinarians and the depart- 
ment of any suspicious cases of sore 
mouth combined with lameness in their 
animals. Those in charge of the eradi- 
cation work are confident that the dis- 
ease is wiped out, but they wish to use 
every precaution to detect and control 
any sporadic cases that may develop in 
remote districts.

HE second annua: snow of Holstein 

cattle was held at Richmond, Utah, 
March 17th, 1916, under the direction of 
the Holstein Breeders Association. The 
show was a great success as it brought 
together several hundred interested 
Dairy Farmers from Utah and ‘Southern 
Idaho. There was forty-five interested 
breeders who had on exhibit 110 head 
of registered and 117 head of high grade 
cows, heifers and bulls. The stock 
were all in good shape and the great 
number of fine Holsteins together on 
one show ground made an impresston 
on every one present. We ourselves 
were suprised to know that we were 
developing such a number of high pro- 
ducing animals. 


In connection with the exhibit a public 
meeting was held. The meeting was 
presided over by State Senator J. W. 
Funk. In his opening he complimented 
the breeders of Richmond on the suc- 
cessful exhibit and stated that the Hol- 
steins on the ground represented only 
about one-tenth of the dairy cat- 
tle owned by breeders of this com- 
munity of 1500 people. He had re- 
ceived information from the Utah Con- 
densed Milk Company that the farmers 
had delivered over six million pounds 
of milk during the year 1915, and for 
the milk and factory help one hundred 
thousand dollars has been received by 
them. He considered dairying as the 
greatest industry of Cache county, and 
recommended to the farmers of other 
sections to get the inspiration of this 
live dairy center. I consider Cache 
county one of the most ideal centers or 
places I have ever been in for dairying. 
You have an abundance of good pure 
water, good pastures, a moderate cli- 
mate, and above all, an abundance of 
alfalfa, the greatest milk producing 
forage in the world. The finished 
products, your butter, your cheese, and 
condensed milk has a wonderful repu- 
tation wherever sold because of its ex-

He strongly 
urged the continuation of the cow testing 
association. 


Dr. W. E. Carrol, of the Utah Agri- 
cultural College, complimented the 
breeders on the success of the day and 
wished that other sections would be- 
come interested in Community breeding, 
as had the Holstein Breeders Associa- 
tion of Richmond. An_ interesting 
feature of the afternoon was a stock 
judging contest by members of our 
local high school. The remainder of the 
day was spent in listening to Drs.

A Holstein cow, Young Spring- 
wood, has just completed a record of 
20,072.9 Ibs. of milk and 819.95 Ibs, of 
butter fat in one year, at the Ontario 
Agricultural College, Guelph. 

This constitutes the highest known 
record for a cow milked just twice 
daily, and moreover there are but 
four cows in Canada, three Holsteins 


and one Jersey that have produced 


more butter fat in a year, in the Rec- 
ord of Performance. 


This cow has carried a calf for the 
last six months of the year. She was 
five years old at the commencement 
of the test, was bred and raised at the 
College Farm, being a daughter of 
Johanna Rue 4th’s Lad (2105). 


During the year she consumed a 
total of 1753.3 Ibs. bran, 440.4 Ibs. oats, 
1032.4 lbs. brewers’ grains, 494.1 Ibs, 
cottonseed meal, 73 lbs. gluten feed, 
32.8 lbs. wheat, a total of 3826.0 Ibs. 


of concentrates or an average of 10% ° 


Ibs. per day. 


Of roughage she consumed 12650 
Ibs. silage, 5560 Ibs. mangels and 8956 
lbs. hay, mostly clover, and some sec- 
ond quality alfalfa. 


The total cost of her feed for the 
year including the eight weeks she 
was dry previous to calving, was 
$134.92 at market prices for feed. 

The value of the fat produced was 
$270.58 at market prices through the 
year. 


Value of skim milk at 20c per cwt. 
was $38.10, making a total return of 
$308.68, and a profit over cost of feed- 
ing of $173.76. 


Her milk was sold for $1.60 per cwt. 
and on this basis the profit over cost 
of feed was $186.29. She was fed in 
the stable the year round and re- 
ceived no green feed of any kind. 


Her highest day’s milk was 76.8 lbs. 
in the seventh week of her lactation 
period, and the lowest 40.6 in the 
eleventh month. Her milk for the last 
day of the year was 49.3 lbs. Except 
when in season or when a change of 
milkers was unavoidable, the varia- 
tion in her yield from day to day was 
— seldom more than one pound of 
milk.

Using these groups as a basis, the 
method of selection is to take at least 
three grain foods, one from each of 
the three groups as listed above. If 
these three foods are mixed together 
in equal parts by weight, the mixture 
will make well balanced ration to be 
used with ordinary mixed hay, silage 
or corn fodder, but if clover of alfalfa 
hay is used, less high protein food is 
necessary. The amount that should 
be fed to cows in full milk in addition 


to what hay and silage a cow will 
readily eat, should be approximately, 
one pound of grain to each three or 
three and a half pounds of milk daily. 
This is for a cow giving 4% milk or 
better. A cow giving less than 4% 
of fat should have one pound of grain 
to every 3% or 4 lbs. of milk given. 
As the ideal ration weighs about one 
pound to the quart, the mixture cho- 
sen should contain at least one “light” 


food.

the world by making 41.81 Ibs. of but- 
ter in seven days, beating the former 
world’s record in her class by nearly 
5% lbs. of butter. We looked up her 
grandam, Lady May Lytle, a cow that 
though sixteen years of age on Feb- 
ruary 16th, and known by her several 
owners to be a cow of remarkable 
production, had never been officially 
tested.
